Order's anal ysis and concludes that the applicant's
permt be refused, pursuant to Section 80Al, which
states that "An applicant's permit may be refused if
t he applicant know ngly nakes a m srepresentation in
their application for the Recovery Permt."

Despite reading the instructions of the
application, and understanding that it didn't have a
time limt on convictions, which nust be disclosed,
the applicant filed an application, which failed to
list any of this convictions.

The edit does not engage in a Section 85A
anal ysis of the applicant's crimnal history,
because the crimnal background is not the basis for
the refusal. Rather the refusal is based on the
narrow ground of m srepresentation; thus, the edit
does not address the applicant's fitness to hold a
Recovery Permt.
